Fiat Chrysler Automobiles will invest more than 
$1 billion to modernize the company’s Warren Truck 
Plant in metro Detroit, adding 2,500 jobs and moving 
production of its Ram Heavy Duty trucks from Mex- 
ico. 

The changeover is to be complete in 2020. 

The company said Thursday evening that the new 
federal tax law made the shift possible. That legisla- 
tion, signed into law in December, cut the corporate 
tax rate from 35% to 21%. 

FCA also announced $2,000 bonuses that will be 
paid in the second quarter of this year to 60,000 hour- 
ly and salaried employees in the U.S., excluding sen- 
ior leadership. Those bonuses are to be in addition to 
any profit sharing or performance 
bonuses the employees would re- 
ceive this year. 

“These announcements reflect 
our ongoing commitment to our 
U.S. manufacturing footprint and 
the dedicated employees who 
have contributed to FCA’s suc- 
cess,” Fiat Chrysler CEO Sergio 
Marchionne said in a news re- 
lease. “It is only proper that our 
employees share in the savings 
generated by tax reform and that we openly acknowl- 
edge the resulting improvement in the U.S. business 
environment by investing in our industrial footprint 
accordingly.” 

The investments will likely be one of the topics 
Monday when Marchionne is scheduled to speak to 
reporters at the North American International Auto 
Show in Detroit. 

Natalie Farquhar of Port Huron works as a laborer 
at Center Line Packaging, which is part of FCA’s Mo- 
par division. The 234-year company veteran was 
thrilled by the announcement. 

“Wow! Wow, that’s great. That’s wonderful,” Far- 
quhar said, noting that the investment and bonuses 
tell her the company is doing well. She said she is 
hopeful the company will also start making full-time

During immigration talks in the Oval Office on 
Thursday, President Donald Trump reportedly grew 
frustrated, using a crude description of Haiti, El Sal- 
vador and African countries, according to a report 
from the Washington Post.

Waste plant in Van 
Buren Twp. seeks OK 
to treat toxic dioxins

The largest hazardous waste treatment facility, by 


volume, in the country — US Ecology’s Michigan Dis- 
posal Waste Treatment Plant in Van Buren Township 
— is seeking permission to expand its operations 
even more and wants approval to take in some of the 
most toxic man-made chemicals on Earth, dioxins. 
Michigan Disposal, off I-94 near Willow Run Air- 
port in western Wayne County, accepts hazardous 
wastes from industries and government cleanups in 
Michigan and throughout the U.S., treating and sta- 
bilizing them to a point where they can be disposed of 
at an appropriate landfill — frequently the nearly 
600-acre Wayne Disposal landfill surrounding the 
treatment facility, also owned by US Ecology.
